THE Dl VtJKCE PROBLEM. 


It is practically- settled that for three 


years more, at least, tho Episcopal church 
will continue to observe the divorce canon 
which has hoeu in force in Unit denomina- 
tion for many ycais. Tho acliou of the 
house of bishops recently in rejecting all 
propositions looking to a change m Mo- 
canon on tl.H important subject puts an 
end to the controversy for the. present, dc- 
spito the possibleattitndoot tho delegates. 
.The senlinicnt for a- change was divided 
: between 
Bishop Doane/s 
proposition, 


which was a prohibition of the marriage 
ot cither party lo a divorce-in effect a re- 
fusal to recognize any such tiling as cli- 
vorcc-and Bishop Potter's proposition, 
which permitted the narriagc of tho inno- 
cent party in the case of divorce for adul- 
tery. It. is clear from tho action of tho 
bishops that there was some turning about 
in tho voting, tor the. Potter amendments 
wore first adopted and the., rejected when 
the time ca.no to ballot on Iho entire canon 
ns amended. It.may have been thai, the 
advocates of the Doano amendment. Unit- 
ing themselves beaten, voted for the old 
canon in preference to the temporarily 
siicccssiiilainendmcnladvocatccl by Bishop 
Potter and bis followers. 


As the case now stands, a- minister may 


marry tho innocent party to a divorce 
after ho lias satisfied himsclf.npon inquiry, 
lh.it the party is entitled to such consul- 
oration. He must, however, constitute 
himself a court lo investigate the facts, 
reiving upon such testimony as ho may 
fmd, and. upon the ex partc evidence of 
thoic -interested. Herein lies the differ- 
ence between the existing canon and tha. 
proposed by Bishop Potter. The latter 
placed the burden of proof upon the pcr-
